The fact of re-armament alone involves no threat to 
other than defense, There was no such decision and no such preparation at 
that time, The same charze of preparations for ac ressive war could be 
maintained against 27 neighboring states of Germany.

A I can not remember any such talk nor the statoment of Hitler which 
Was mentioned by Wiedemann, Keitel, Ribbentrop, Goering and Raeder knew 
nothing of this talk, Perhaps it is a mistake or a confusion with the talk 
mentioned by Schmundt of the 28th of april, 1936, but I was not present at 
this talk either. I was not in Berlin at all. 
Q after your resignation, you had withdrawn complately to private life, 
In the Sudeten crisis in the fell cf 1938, did you take an active part and 
advocate a peaceful policy 1 
A Yes, after my dismissal in February, 1938, I lived on my estate. On 
about the 26th of September I received a telephone call from one of my former 
ministerial colleagues that Hitler had instructed ths Wehrmacht to bo ready 
to merch by tha 28th of September. apparontly he wantod to solve the Sucoten 
question by forco. I was to come to Berlin immeciately and attempt to 


lor from his intention. In tho night I went to Berline after my 
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arrival I inquired at the Foreign Office about the situation and reported to 
Hitler. I was turned away. But on the 28th I went to tho Reich Chancellery. I 
met Hitler's entourago ready to march. I inquired aftor Hitlor and the answer 
was civen that he would receive no ono, Naverthsless, I wont to the door and 
entered Hitler's room. When he Saw me he asked, in a harsh voico, "What do you 
want ?' I answered that I wanted to point out the consequences of this intended 
step. I explainod to him that he would bring on a Buropoan war, probably a 
world war, while negotiations were still in progress on the Sudeten problem,

Q I should liko to name the individual awards on which a 
charge is made against you. You held the Order of the Gorman Eagle, 
the War Merit Cross First Class. 

A Yes. The Orcor of the German Easle was founded in 1937

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lt would have had no great value abroad but would have been considered more

THE PRESIDENT: How Long do you think it will take? 

DR. VON LiUDINGHAUSEN: I assume perhaps an hour, 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, the Tribunal will expect you to 
conclude in an hour. 

DR. VON LJUDINGHAUSEN: I hope so, Mr. President.
